London, Fob. 20.— The Cretan ques- 
tion now occupies the first place in the 
public mind find the newspapers pub- 
lish columns daily on the subject. The 
Marquis of Salisbury's refusal to follow 
tho suggestion of the Emperor William 
of Gprmany and blockade the Piraeus is 
warmly praised ir>. Great Britain, and 
his suggestion to the powers that 
Crete ho granted autonomy similar to 
that of the aland of Samoa, is well 
received in many quarters, as affording 
a solution of the problem which Greece 
can accept without too great a sacrifice 
of national pride. This proposition, it 
is understood, finds favor in Paris, 
where, among the people generally, tho 
feeling is pro Hellenic, and where every 
possible concession to Greece which does 
not jeopardise the peace will , be hailed 
with the greatest satisfaction. 

The continental correspondents of the 
English newspapers all expatiate on the 
pique of Emperor WiMiam at tho Mar- 
quis of Salisbury's attitude, which open- 
ly displayed itself in his last interview 
with the British ambassador at Berlin, 
Sir If;. C. Lascelles, while Count von 
Hatzfeldt, the German ambassador here, 
is reported to have had a heated conver- 
sation with the Marquis of Salisbury. 

It appears that the Emperor "William 
personally insisted with the foreign gov- 
ernments in favor of his proposal. This 
is quite a small volte-face from his pre- 
vious attitude, and is stated to be duo to 
His Majesty's desire to overcome the 
reichstag's opposition to his naval pro- 
jects. He decided to initiate a very 
active policy without having a ship in 
the Levant. The adoption of his pro- 
posal to blockade the Pireaus, would 
have been a personal triumph for the 
Emperor, and tho opposition would have 
been obliged to agree to increase the 
strength of the German navy, in order to 
uphold the national honor. 

The little scheme was, however, 
knocked in the head by the Marquis of 
Salisbury's opposition. Uneasiness is 
said to be felt by the Turkish govern- 
ment at tho decision of the powers over 
this question, aB it is feared at Constan- 
tinople that it might cause a break up of 
the European concert, which would 
mean an immediate explosion in the 
Balkans and the subsequent disruption 
of Turkey. The opinion is now univer- 
sal that Crete will never return to the 
Turkish yoke. The island will either 
become independent or a part of Greece. 
The chief danger at the present moment 
is a collision on the Thessalian frontier. 

The news that Turkey has ordered her 
fleet to be mobilized was received with 
derision throughout Europe. One news- 
paper suggests that tho Turkish iron- 
clads are more suitable for oyster beds 
than for fighting. 

Tho British consul at Canea reports 
that the fighting between the Turkish 
garrison at Fort Voukelies, consisting of 
300 soldiers and 100 Cretan Mussulmans, 
and the Greeks was desperate. The gar- 
rison drove the Greeks back three or 
lour miles, but the Tuks were finally 
forced to retire before the greatly supe- 
rior numbers of the Greeks, and only 18 
of tho Mussulmans succeeded in cutting 
their way to the Turkish outposts at 
Allikianu. 

MoBt of the colonies havo already ac- 
cepted the invitation of the secretary of 
state for the colonies, Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, to send a representation 
of troops for the diamond jubilee cele- 
bration, and this is expected to greatly 
enhance the attraction of of the proces- 
sions, Canada, New South Wales, Vic- 
toria, Queensland, South Australia. New 
Zealand, Cape of Good Hope, Natal, 
Trinidad and Cyprus aro sending caval- 
ry, the troopers to be sent by the latter 
being mounted Zaptics, some artillery 
and infantry coming from elsewhere, as 
far as the Gold Coast, Georgetown and 
Hongkong. A general officer will bo ap- 
pointed to command the whole force arid 
the visitors will be housed in the mili- 
tary barracks of the home districts. 

The sensation of the week in parlia- 
ment was not caused by the Cretan 
question, but by the dramatic manner 
in which Mr. Chamberlain announced 
that a telegram had been received from 
tho British agent at Pretoria, saying 
that President Kruger had filed a bill 
of indemnity against the British govern- 
ment, asking that they pay it or " cause 
it to be paid," as a result of the Jame- 
son raid, Mr. Chamberlain read the 
items as if it were a tradesman's bill, 
£077,938 3s. 4d. being asked for as a 
" material charge, " not including ''legi- 
timate private claims which may be ad- 
vanced." Emphasizing shillings and 
pence, every word of his short rep'y 
managed to express every possible phate 
of scorn, defiance and contempt. This 
indisputable evidence that Mr. Cham- 
berlain has Anally put his foot down is 
hailed with great general delight. A 
now departure in the dramatic duel be- 
tween the secretary of state for the 
colonios and'President Kruger has been 
reached, and it is likely the governmont 
will present a counter claim for the Boer 
raid into British territory in 1880, which, 
uccording to tho parliamentary returns, 
cost Great Britain over a million pounds 
sterling.

Bey and was seconded by Franco. Tho 
Turkish government proposed to includo 
Mazhar Bey in the general amnesty pro- 
mulgated in December last, but the 
French and Italian envoys requested 
their governments to send thp fleets to 
Alexandria in view of a possible mis- 
carriage of justice. The Turkish gov- 
ernment thereupon agreed that the trial 
of Mazhar Bey should be proceeded with. 

Pi •his, Feb. 20. — The Btudents con- 
tinued this afternoon their demonstra- 
tions in favor of Crete, but without any 
serious incident. Two thousand people 
met at Montmnrtre and adopted resolu- 
tions favoring Cretan independence. 
Speeches were made by several members 
of the chamber of deputies. Tho French 
policy of inertia was condemned. 

Corfu, Feb. 20. — Reinforcements of 
Greek troops have left here for Arta, 
Greece, amidst enthusiastic cheering for 
the union of Crete with Greece.

The Kaiser Thoroughly Worked Up 
Over the Alarming News 
From Crete. 



Labor Unions in Germany— Pension 
Fund Approved— Trichina! 
in Pork. 



Berlin-, Feb. 20. — On the receipt of 
alarming news from Crete, Emperor 
William cancelled a number of private 
engagements and plunged into feverish 
political activity. He even absented 
himself from the fetes at Pottsdam given 
in his honor by the Hussar Guards, and 
held, instead a two hours' conference 
with Prince Hohenlohe. His majesty 
also had long conferences with 
tho leading ambassadors on Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday, and it was 
remarked thaton Wednesday evening at 
tho subscription ball at the opera house 
he drew the Turkish ambassador aside 
and conversed with him in an animated 
and friendly way. This was in marked 
contrast with his treatmentof the Greek 
minister, whom he has ignored since 
Monday. 

The Prussian and Saxon governments 
took an important etep this week. They 
have forbidden the State railroad em- 
ployes to join the National union, and 
their associations have been disbanded by 
tho police; A masB meeting of the 
workmen on the Prussian roads on 
Wednesday near Hamburg protested 
against this prohibition as being uncon- 
stitutional, and claiming the right to 
strike and form associations. The rea- 
son for the action of the authorities ap- 
pears to be the fact that the socialists 
are behind the railroad agitation. 

There has been great surprise at the 
discovery that German pork, duly re- 
ported by the government officials as 
free from trichina;, has nevertheless 
been found to be infected in several 
cases lately in Berlin and at Spandau. 
The proposal before the Berlin munici- 
pal council to contribute 100,000 marks 
to the William I centennary fetes, of 
which 120,000 marks is to decorate the 
streets, is meeting with unexpected op- 
position. The twenty-one Freisinnige 
members have formulated a declaration 
that instead of wasting money in this 
manner they ought to devote it to 
charity. 

While taking his constitutional with 
the Empress in the Thiergarten on Tues- 
day, the Emperor passed a laborer, who 
stared at him, but did not salute. His 
Majesty turned, called upon tiie man to 
halt, and then, touching his hat m mil- 
itary fashion, said : "My man, if you 
do not wish to salute your Emperor, at 
least you might pay proper respect to 
the Empress!" 

Tho North German Gazette in an in- 
spired statement says that Germany is 
prepared to negotiate on the Marquis of 
Salisbury's proposal in regard 10 the 
future organization of Crete, provided 
that Greece is forced to retire and that 
Greek annexation of Crete is put out of 
consideration. 

During a debate in the reichstag to- 
day on the pensions fund, Herren Bebel 
and Galler complained of the re- 
cent increase in the number of 
pensioners. General von Gossler, 
minister of war, replied, saying 
that the reichstag must not forget that 
the Emperor's well defined rights must 
not be encroached upon by discussions 
and motions in the reichstag concerning 
matters like pensions as they do not 
have an influence over the decision of 
His Majesty. He added that tho Em- 
peror's rights are based upon the impe- 
rial constitution and imperial military 
law, and the interference ;of the reichs- 
tag could not bo permitted. The vote 
for the pension fund was unanimously 
approved. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Feb. 20.— It is reported here 
that Mr. Maxwell has been offered tho 
leadership of the local opposition in tho 
British Columbia legislature and that 
the coming seseion will probably be his 
last in the federal house, as he is dis- 
posed to enter the provincial arena. 

Despite the emphatic denials of a min- 
ister last night of the report that the 
session is likely to be postponed, it ap- 
pears that the government has decided 
to ask the Governor-General to defer the 
opening until March 25, the plea being 
that the work of the departments has 
been delayed through tho recent fire. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding has consented to 
allow the American Bank Note Com- 
pany to bring their dies into Canada 
duty free, which means no work for 
Canadian engravers. 

Mr. Tarte's friend Joseph Bourque, of 
Hull, has obtained the contract for a 
temporary rool on the Western block.

BELLA COOLA COLONY. 

Doings in New Norway— Encouraging Pro 
Bress-Some Things Expected From 
the Provincial Authorities. 

BeIvLa Coola, Jan. 30. — (Special)— The 
local items of news of late in New Nor- 
way may be chronicled thus: The 
weather for, the last mooth has been 
mild and agreeable, and this salubrious 
climate in the month of January hns 
materially raised the Bella Coola valley 
in the estimation of the colonists. 

Mr. H. Hansen, carpenter, has lately 
been doing some finishing work on the 
public school building. ThiB structure 
is built of hewn cedar logs, 26 feet by 20 
feet, and 10 feet from floor to ceiling, 
it is a substantial edifice, and is used as 
a place of worship also. Bella Coola has 
one of the large rural schoolB of the 
province, as there are over thirty pupils 
in attendance 

The Voting People's Society, which 
meets every Saturday evening, is becom- 
ing a popular institution in the valley. 
As tho programme committee provides 
good entertainments, the gociety is des- 
tined to have a good educational and 
social influence. 

Rev. U. Saugstad, farmer and Luther- 
an minister, and his carpenters are busy 
hewing logs of cedar to build a house 30 
feet long by 30 feet and 16 feet high. 
ThiB building, when completed, will be 
one of the most substantial structures in 
this section of the country. 

The colonists propose erecting a build- 
ing on a location adjacent to the new 
government wharf to serve as a Btore- 
room for goods and lodging rooms for 
those who are waiting on the boat. As 
the steamer is at times several days late 
on her arrival it is a great hardship for 
those living ten or fifteen miles inland 
to wait bo long, especially when there is 
noplace for the traveller to take shelter. 

Most of the farmers are busy slashing 
down trees so as to make larger clear- 
ances, several of them intend to buy 
more cows and howes next spring, as 
they expect to have sufficient fodder to 
feed a larger Btock next winter. Farm- 
ers around the cities of the coast having 
a good grade of cattle for sale would con- 
fer a favor on the now settlers by com- 
municating with the president of the 
colony. 

The colonists trust that the provincial 
legislature will appropriate a small sum 
on the estimate for tho completion of the 
Hamlin road. This iB about a mile in 
length and leads from the inlet to the 
Indian reserve, and is made after the 
style of the old Cariboo road. There is 
a "slide" of about 40 feet which requires 
to be bridged securely before it ib 
passable. 

The government has already spent a 
considerable F.um in this valley, but the 
colonists, like Oliver Twist, call for 
"more." At any rate, a passable road 
is an absolute necessity for the welfare 
of the district. Moreover, people who 
use their best endeavors to transform a 
wilderness into a fruitful valley deserve 
encouragement and must be classed in 
the category of productive laborers. 

Mr. Leech, surveyor of Victoria, and 
his daughter, Miss Leech, who have 
lived in the vallev for some months, will 
return to tho Capital by the next 
Bteamer. 

Rev. C, Sungatad, president of the 
colony, intends to visit Victoria by the 
first boat in February, and Mr. John 
Clayton, store keeper, will go on a buBi- 
nesB trip in March. 

Messrs. Homer and Ramstad are build- 
ing cedar houses which are likely to last 
as long as the occupants, and this fact is 
a tangible proof that the colonists " have 
come to stay " in the valley. 

It is reported that a Vancouver firm 
intends to run the Cutch as a second 
boat on the West Coast. This is welcome 
ne u s for the people here.

ALIEN LABOR LAW. 

U. S. Residents of Rossland Protest Against 
Its Passage— Destructive of Good 
Fellowship. 

RosslAnd, Feb. 20. — The following 
self-explanatory petition was adopted at 
a meeting of United States citizens held 
here last night: 

" To His Excellency Graver Cleveland, 
President of the United Slates: 

" Whereas, it has pleased the Ameri- 
can congress to pass an alien labor law, 
containing a clause known as the Corliss 
amendment, which is especially directed 
against the wage-earners of Canada; 
therefore he it resolved by the under- 
signed American citizens, residents of 
Rossland. representing a large number 
of the 25,000 American residents in 
British Columbia: 

"1. That the Corliss amendment is 
un-American, a disgrace to civilization, 
and if allowed to become a law can only 
result in the destruction of that mutual 
good-fellowship now generally existing 
among the people of both countries. 

" 2. That many thousands of Ameri- 
can citizens are now resident of, and 
heavily interested in, the development 
of the newly discovered gold and silver 
mines of British Columbia, where the 
most cordial relations possible exist be- 
tween the citizens of the two countries. 

" 3. That the Western states of 
America no longer offer attractions for 
emigrants, on account of the prevailing 
depression in business ; and the vast de- 
posits of the precious metals recently 
discovered in British Columbia and the 
Northwestern part of the United States 
and now being exploited, promise to do 
more toward relieving the congested con- 
gested condition of the labor market in 
both countries in the near future than all 
other resources combined. 

"Therefore your petitioners respect- 
fully request that you exercise your pre- 
rogative as the chief executive of the 
greatest republic on earth by refusing to 
sign the Alien Labor bill recently-passed 
by congress, and return it with your 
veto." 

A member of the audience protested 
against the expression " disgrace to Am- 
erican civilization," but was hissed. The 
expression was vigorously defended by 
Mr. E. L. Clarke, who said that were it 
not for disgraceful legislation, Ameri- 
cans need not be in Canada. That an 
intelligent, or supposed intelligent, body 
should pass such legislation was incom- 
prehensible, but the act, he felt sure, 
would not receive the President's Big- 
nature. 

It was resolved to wire the petition to 
the 1'resident.

(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Feb. 20.— W. J. Bowser 
has been appointed commissioner by the 
Dominion government to inquire into 
charges of partisanship in the recent 
election brought against' certain Domin- 
ion officials in this city. 

Coroner McGuigun is about to investi- 
gate the circumstances under which a 
man named Carnaro was drowned at 
Shoal Lay the other day, whilst intoxi- 
cated. The man's body had been buried 
nearly a week after the holding of an 
alleged irregular and informal inquiry 
by a local justice of the peace possessed, 
it is said, of no authority to act as 
coroner. 

Messrs. II. D. Hume, L. McLean, A. 
H. -B. McGowan, R. Connacer and N. 
McLean have been incorporated here as 
the Western Canada Packing Company, 
Limited. Vancouver is to be the com- 
pany's head place of business, and the 
capital stock is fixed at $50,000 in $100 
shares. The company's business is 
salmon canning. 

Mayor Teuipleton hopes to return on 
Sunday from his visit to Victoria, where 
lie is busily engaged in necotiations with 
the provincial government regarding the 
Coast and Kootenay railway. 

The city has received another smelter 
oiler through Messrs. J. A. Evuns & Co 
of London, England. Their principals 
offer to erect an ore smelter and refinery 
worked bv a company with a capital of 
at least $200,000. The company will ask 
either a cash bonus of $30,000, to be paid 
when the works are running satisfac- 
torily, oroffers an alternative to take the 
city's guarantee of 4 per cent, interest 
for ten years on $80,000 for smelting ad- 
ventures. The oiler has been referred 
to the finance committee for considera- 
tion, together with various other pro- 
posals previously made. 

A successful concert was given last 
night in the Dunn hall in aid of the 
Boys' Brigade work in tins city. It was 
large attended, with satisfactory caBh 
results. 

Mr. Alexander Smith, a native of Los- 
siemouth, Scotland, but lately a resident 
of the Skeena river district, has died 
here, after a few days' illnesBof pneumo- 
nia at St. Paul's hospital. He leaves a 
wife and five children. 

The children's home here is getting 
very crowded. The matron has her 
hands full with the care of thirty-one 
children, of whom thirteen are tinder 
three years old. The city will be asked 
to increase its grant to the home from 
.$500 to $550. 

Dubois, one of the men arrested the 
other day in New Westminster as a 
member of the Bruce Creighton gang 
and now jailed here, is in a state border- 
ing on madness, owing to not being able 
to aecurn morphine, to which he had be- 
come addicted. It is possible that to 
save his life lie will have to he placed 
under Bpeeial medical care. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Feb. 20.— Public opin- 
ion here is being very much exercised 
over the aldernianic indemnity question 
raised by the chairman of the board of 
works. General opinion holdB appar- 
ently th.it the present is no time at 
which to begin paving aldermen. 

The city's court of revision vill be 
held in the city hall on the loth of 
March. The Eraser River Industrial 
Society lias just elected officers for the 
year after authorizing the issue of a very 
uatisfactory linancial report. Mr. J, S. 
Bryson has just been appointed presi- 
dent, besides a very strong local board 
of directors. 

The Rev. Hard wick Davis has been 
appointed vicar of the united parishes of 
Sapperton and Ladners. The reverend 
gentleman till recently resided at French 
Creek, Vancouver island. 

Mr. C.J. Sim, of Matsqui, has been 
appointed clerk to the dyking commis- 
sion of that district. 

DUNCAN. 

Duncan, Feb. 20.— The la8t dance of 
the winter season, under the auspices of 
the Cowichan Institute, was held at the 
agricultural hall on Thursday evening 
last. The Bantley orchestra and a full 
floor made a successful and enjoyable 
concluding event, which kept going well 
into the early hours of morn. 

Snow is falling steadily this morning. 
On Thursday last there were ten inches 
of snow at Cowichan Lake. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Feb. 20. — Ephraim Boyd 
Cook, of Wallace street, died yesterday 
afternoon. He had been ailing for some 
years, but his illness took a serious turn 
about a month ago, and his death was 
not unexpected. He was a native of 
Novo Scotia, aged CS years and 
months, and' came to this city nearly 20 
years ago. He leaves surviving his be- 
reaved wife, and a Bon and a daughter — 
Mrs. A. R. Johnston and Mr. Ezra 
Cook, all residing in this city. 

The Alberni stage was unable to come 
through on Thursday, owing to their be- 
ing about a foot ol snow on the ground 
on the other side ol the mountains.

It was unofficially 
learned that the cauBe of the adjourn- 
ment was that during a warm discussion 
the question of those entitled to vote 
was again raised, and it was ruled that 
a sufficient quantity of stock to copsti- 
tute a quorum was not represented and 
therefore another adjournment was bad. 
Among the many rumors the most per- 
sistent is that there are charges of pro- 
moters' stock having been thrown upon 
the market, with the all too common re- 
sult. One intimately connected with the 
company said last night: "Nothing 
has been done yet, but in a day or two 
you will'hear something important."

in proteat, exclaiming in bitterness of | 
soul, " 0, God, if Thou had 'at not set 
this sea in my path, I would not have 
drawn rein until I had encircled the 
globe and put to death all who dare deny 
that Thou only art God." I 
So it appears that this historic antag- 
onism, which began forty centuries ago 
in Abraham's household ib not only be- 
tween two branches of a family, or even 
simply between two great systems of 
religion, but between two great princi- 
ples of human action. What the ulti- 
mate outcome will be there can bo little 
doubt, but when it will be reached, or 
after what vicissitudes, no one can fore- 
tell. 

It is impossible in an "articlo of this 
nature to do more than indicate a line 
of thought upon this attractive theme. 
Those who care to follow it out will find 
that it will repay them well. It is not 
suggested that the Cretans are descend- 
ants of Isaac or the Turks sprung from 
Ishmael. It is not strictly germane to 
the question whether, as has been 
claimed, the Anglo-Teutonic races are 
descendants of Isaac through the Tun 
Tribes that went into captivity and 
never returned. There is probably no 
reason to suppose the former proposition 
to have any value, and the evidence on 
the latter is of concern chiefly to the 
curious in such matters ; but it lends a 
new interest to the events which are 
crowding thick and fast upon each other 
to-day to know the origin of t) >e strife 
and to find iiow closely very ancient and 
very modern history are knit to- 
gather. We have searched for the 
woman in the Eastern question, and 
have found her in Abraham's household 
on the plains of Gerar four thousand 
years ago.

THE WOMAN IX THE CASE. 



Tin: Montreal Witness says "an in- 
judicious craze lias attacked the East " 
in regard to British .Columbia gold 
mines. It speaks of tiia floating of min- 
ing stock by companies not owning the 
semblance of a mine, and for about half 
a column severely condemns such trans- 
actions. This is all very well ; but the 
Witness would do bettei if it were more 
specific. Why does it not name the 
companies of the class referred to? It 
will find the British Columbia papers 
ready to back it up in a campaign against 
the promoters of sham companies ; but 
mere general allegation d" "Ulo good 
except in so far as tney may serve to put 
people on their guard. 

A dispensary law, by which the sale 
of intoxicating liquors will be vested in 
the State, has passed the house of repre- 
sentatives in Washington. There will be 
a tremendous fight before the State sen- 
ate, and the Townsend Leader intimates 
that if money can pi event its passage 
the law will be defeated. It is a sad 
comment on popular government that 
the use of money to bribe legislators 
should be regarded as a regular thing 
and Bhould ho discussed by the papers, 
not only as though it were a matter of 
course, but as rather a good joke in its 
way. 

A subscriber who hails from the Land 
of Heather, says that ho has taken the 
Colonist for a good many years, hut will 
stop if we talk any more about the Queen 
of England. If wo have over done so, it 
was through inadvertence. We have al- 
ways regarded " the Queen " as a suffici- 
ent title. 



Cherccz la femme, say the French 
Nothing is truer than that one of the 
most powerful agencies in shaping the 
destinies of men and nations has been 
woman's caprice. To-day the civilized 
world is watching with breathless inter- 
est the events transpiring in Crete. 
These have followed hard upon the Ar- 
menian atrocities, and these in their 
turn divided attention with the Anglo- 
Egyptian expedition up the Nile. To- 
gether they form a part, but only a 
small one, of a conflict which is cen- 
turies old and which may form one of 
the epoch-making incidents of the Twen- 
tieth century. Indeed it is not impos- 
sible that before that century dawns 
Islam and Christendom may confront 
each other in an Armageddon. Does the 
French proverb hold good in respect to 
this antagonism? We are not without 
some light upon this question, although 
we must go back many years to get it. 

The story of llagar and Ishmael is 
familiar to most people even in these 
days, when it is not considered essential 
to study Bible history. Read as one 
reads oilier stories, it is evident that 
Abraham dearly loved his bondwoman 
and her splendid son. Accustomed as 
we are to hear Isaac praised for his wis- 
dom and goodness, we are apt to forget 
that of Hagar's son it was foretold that 
he " should stand in the presence of his 
brethren," that is, that he should be, as 
we sometimes say to-day, a man among 
men. We are told that when Abraham 
learned that Hagar's son was not the 
child of promise he cried unto God and 
■aid, " O, that Ishmael my son might 
live beforo Thee," and the promise was 
sriven that the lad should be the father 
of a great nation. But Sarah's caprice 
was stronger than Abraham's love, and 
there came a day when the patriarch in 
great sorrow said good-bye to Hagarand 
the boy as they set out alone into the 
wilderness. That day wts sown the 
seed of strife, whoso belated fruits the 
world is plucking to-day. 

It is not necessary to speak about the 
wars between the descendents of Sarah 
and those of llagar in early historic times. 
We may, indeed, pass over without com- 
ment the twenty centuries, more or less, 
which intervened between the expulsion 
of the bondwoman and that epoch- 
making event at Bethlehem, when to 
one of the daughters of Issac's race was 
born a Son, to whose influence modern 
civilization owes its existence and whose 
name it bears. Nearly six hundred 
years later there was born to a daughter 
of the race of Ishmael a son, whose name 
y.'.e " writ large " across the Old World, 
from where the land of the chrysan- 
themum looks out towards the rising 
sun to the bleak Western coast of Africa. 
These two great leaders of mankind 
pursued courses radically opposed to 
each other in essential features. The 
one inculcated by precept and example 
a gospel of love. The other appealed to 
the passions which sway the children of 
the "wild man," that it was foretold 
Hagar'H son would be. " Behold I send 
you ' forth as sheep in the midst of 
wolves," Baid the gentlo Nazarene to 
whoso whom he had commissioned for 
the greatest work of conquest ever under- 
taken by men. Far different was the 
spirit of the followers of the 
prophet of Mecca. An old chronicler 
tolla us that when Akbar reached 
the Atlantic coast of Africa :u the he id 
of his conquering legions, and found hia 
way barred by the ocean, he rode his 



enough fee. The writer of this article 
prepared the law now in force in New 
Brunswick for the formation of agricul 
tural societies. By that the member 
ship is fixed at a minimum of 30 and the 
minimum subscription list at -f 60, ex 
cept when the Department of Agricul 
ture shall recommend otherwise, as in 
the case of poor districts. Upwards of 
sixty societies organized under this law 
Of conrso the farming communities are 
older and more densely populated there 
than here. 

An interesting feature of the act is the 
provision for co-operative organizations 
and it will have been noted that these 
authorize the formation of associations 
to make loans to farmers. We think 
that this is a new departure in Canada 
Much interest will attach to its opera- 
tion. The experiments that have been 
tried in this line in Europe have been 
quite successful, and elsewhere. The 
basal idea is that the united credit of i 
community is stronger than the credito 
individuals. It is essential to the sue 
cess of such a plan that very close super 
vision should be exercised by the asso 
ciation over the manner in which money 
borrowed from it is used. It is here that 
the danger of failure lies. Our people 
are impatient, as a rule, of what they 
regard as the interference of others in 
their affairs. But the proposed law will 
give British Columbia farmers an oppor- 
tunity to try an interesting experiment 
and one that, if it is successful, will re 
suit in a great deal of good. 



Dr. Murray, the distinguished ling 
lish scholar, who is at work upon a 
great dictionary, sends a letter to the 
London News asking peoplo to spell 
" dispatch " with an " i " and not with 
an"e." He eaya the form which he 
prefers has the sanction of three bun 
dred years of usage, " despatch " being : 
very recent and unscholarly innovation. 
All the dictionaries give both spellings 
Webster gives the preference to that 
favored by Dr. Murray; but the two 
more recent American works " The Cen 
tiny" and "The Standard," diction- 
aries incline to "despatch." If the 
derivation of the word is followed, the 
" i " ought to be used, for it comes from 
the Latin, the first syllable being simply 
the old Latin privative. On the other 
hand, if we get the word through the 
French, the " e " would be right, for the 
French say " depecher " in the same 
sense as we use the verb form of the 
word under consideration. Dr, Mur- 
ray's recommendation is likely to be 
followed. 



TriE Colonist having spoken approv- 
ingly of the mayor's suggestion that this 
year June 20 Bhould be celebrated in 
stead of May 24, a gentleman was good 
enough to say in the columns of a con 
tomporary that June 20 was not Corona- 
tion day.

RACK F&OM THE YUKON. 

Return of the- Veteran Voyageur. William 
Moore— Nearly Five Monttts of Toil 
and Hardship. 

Captain William Moore, the Canadian 
mail carrier to the Upper Yukon, re- 
turned home yesterday afternoon hale 
and hearty, notwithstanding his ad- 
vanced years — for tho captain is now in 
the seventies—and Ihb tedious and pro- 
longed journey through the frozen wil- 
derneos of the" very far north. The cap- 
tain arrived on the Evangel, having 
reached the Sound early yestorday 
morning by the steamer Al Ki. 
He is eight days from Skagina 
bay and about 03 days from 
Circle City, his trip to tho frontier 
having been greatly retarded by bad 
weather. It is now almost five months 
since tho captain left Victoria with the 
third and last mail of the year for tho 
Upper Yukon, nevertheless he is going 
back almost immediately and expects to 
leave on Sunday next by the City of To- 
peka. 

Speaking of a reported famine along 
the Yukon, Captain Moore says tho citi- 
zens of Circlo City will not stiller, but 
the people of Clondyko, where tlie cap- 
tain had to stay over a Bhort lime on his 
way down the river, will not fare 80 well. 




When he was there no flour was on Hale 
and an allowance of two sacks to each 
settler had been served out as a winter's 
ration. 

Captain Moore furnishes the following 
information regarding the latest strikes 
made in the Clondyke River section, 
about fifty miles above Fort Cudahy : 
Tho principal tributaries are Bonanza, 
Eldorado and Hunker creeks, each 
about twenty, miles in length, Bear 
and. Too-Miich-Gold being smaller 
streams, emptying into it from the 
south. Boulder and Adams and Victoria 
creeks being still smaller tributaries 
rising about two or three miles from tho 
Yukon across a small divide. Baker 
creek is another, rising close to Adnms, 
but (lowing directly into the Yukon. 
The richness of some of these, creeks is 
unparallelled by anything heretofore 
discovered in the district, and will com- 
pare favorable with Williams creek, Car- 
iboo, in its palmy days, or AdLr gulch, 
in Moataua,

Construction of Four New Northern 
Canneries Contemplated— The 
VYolcott Disposed Of. 



Magistrate Macrae presided yesterday 
morning at the opening of thu trial of 
the eleven sailors at present under :ir- 
rest for refusing duty on the British ship 
Lyderhorn. Mr. George E. Powell ap- 
peared for Captain Weston and Mr. H. 
E. A. Robertson for the defence. Capr^ 
"Weston testified to the refusal of the. 
•crew to work the ship after she sailed 
from Chemaimis, their complaint lieing 
that Newman, the keeper of the sailors' 
boarding house at Port Townsend, had 
" done them " out of their advance 
money, and they would rather go to jail 
than to sea if they did not net a satisfac- 
tory settlement. Thomas Newman was 
himself in court, and claimed he could 
show by his books that the amounts he 
charged the men were all ritilit; asked 
for a remand in order that the accounts 
might be produced from Port Townsend. 
A. MeKensde and William Oarney, two 
of the sailors, also told their story to the 
effect that though they had only board- 
ed a few days with Newman they had 
received from their advance money of 
!f40 only a very small Bam, the amount 
Newman deducted for board being alto- 
gether too great. Another adjournment 
was then granted till Monday at 3 :'S0, to 
allow Newman to produce his hooks. 

NEW CANKEKIES IN ERECTION. 

If all the canneries contemplated are 
erected, the present year will bo an 
especially important one in the history 
of the fishing industry in Northern 
"British Columbia. Not more than a 
fortnight ayo a canner from Blaine, 
Wash., announced his intention of build- 
ing a large and modern establishment 
for the handling of salmon at .River's 
Inlet, and he went North for the pur- 
pose of carrying his plans into execution. 
The Bosco'witz, which carried him North, 
returned last evening, and reports three 
other prospective canneriers, one of 
which is now in course of erection at 
River's Inlet, for Mr. Lord, a canner on 
the Fraser. He it is, too, who is to 
build the third cannery on the Inlet, and 
this, as also the one now in 
construction, will be of larger 
capacity than ordinarily. Captain 
Oliver, of the Boscowitz, iB the fourth 
man with a cannery in view, and on his 
laBt trip he selected a site at China Hat 
with the intention, it is understood, of 
building. The steamer had been to 
Queen Charlotte Islands and the Naas, 
but notwithstanding this she made the 
trip in the exceptionally fast time of 
twelve days. The steamer's cargo from 
the islands visited included a consider- 
able quantity of dog fish oil. Among 
her passengers for Victoria were Charles 
Todd, the Northern Indian agent, John 
A. Carthew, Captain Wood, who has 
heen prospecting on Queen Charlotte 
Islands, Mr. Brett and family, R. Draney 
and Mr. Lord. 

the missing "aida." 

Last Sunday's San Francisco Chronicle 
publishes the following: "The Japan- 
ese steamer Sakura Maru, from Hono- 
lulu to Yokohama, reports that on Janu- 
ary 24 a derelict schooner of about 250 
tonB was sighted in 34deg. 16 min. north 
latitude, 143 deg. east longitude, a 
danger to navigation." Fears arc enter- 
tained locally lest the derelict be the 
missing schooner Aida, under command 
of Capt. Anderson, of this city, 
Bays a Port Townsend despatch. 
The position of the vessel is in 
the direct route of vessels bound from 
China to Puget Sound, and is less than 
250 miles southeast of Japan. The Aida 
Bailed on December 1, and the severe 
typhoon which nearly foundered the 
bark Fresno and ttie steamship Agapan- 
thuB occurred on December 14. In re- 
sponse to a petition from the chamber of 
commerce, the secretary of the treasury 
haw dispatched the United States rev- 
enue cutter Perry to go in search of the 
Aida. The cutter went to sea on Friday 
morning. 

CUTTER "WOLCOTT" KOI.I). 

Tho United States revenue cutter Wol- 
cott brought $3,050 when put up at auc- 
tion on Friday. The bid will be tele- 
graphed to Washington, and if accepted, 
as it undoubtedly will be, the vessel will 
be turned over to its new owners, Messrs. 
Joshua Green, Peter Falk and George 
Willey. *' We would have gone as high 
as $6,000 had it been necessary," said 
Willey, afier the sale. "The first thing 
after the cutter conies into our posses- 
sion will be to have her inspected. Then 
any repairs necessary will be made and 
the interior will be litted up for passen- 
ger service. We have had several 
offers on the boat, but are not 
yet ready to say what disposition 
will be made of her. It is probable 
she will be operated by us on a 
run to Alaska points, making a voyage 
to Cook inlet or tho Yukon. As far as 
that goes, we will send her anywhere we 
can get a load of passengers." 

the "Mackinaw's" damaged. 

The steamer Mackinaw, the coal car 
rier which stranded on Point Marrow 
Btone recently, and afterwards, while 
lying alongside of the dock at low tide, 
settled down on a rock and stove a hole 
in her bottom, will have to discharge 
the cargo of 3,500 tons of coal and go to 
the dry dock for permanent repairs. A. 
hole five inches in diameter with a aolit 
five feet in length having been found in 
her bottom. Where the vessel will dock 
is not yet announced, but if the coal is 
not taken out of her she will probably 
have to come to Esquimau. 

AN UNCHARTED ISLAND. 

Captain C. L. Hooper, R.C.S., com- 
manding tho Retiring sea fleet, lias re- 
ported, says an exchange, that Seal 
island, Prince William sound, is unchart- 
ed, It is about Beven-eigbths of a mile 



long and one-third of a mile wide, and 
200 feet elevation. It is covered with 
hemlock and spruce. Its approximate 
geographical position is: Latitude, (50 
degreeB 31 minutes north; longitude, 
147 degrees 33 minuteB west. It will be 
shown on the next edition of the hydro- 
graphic charts.

MRS. JONES ARRESTED. 

She is Charged With Stealing From a Bed 
Ridden Old Man. 

A case that promises interesting de- 
velopments will come up on Monday in 
the provincial police court. William 
Foote, an aged man with a little money, 
some years ago purchased a home in 
Lake district, where he has since re- 
sided.

Foote's agent he suspected something 
was wrong, as it appeared a decidedly 
large amount of groceries to be consum- 
ed in so short a period. A visit to the 
Foote house on Friday showed very few 
provisions there, and accordingly a 
search warrant was taken out and prov- 
incial constable Beaven made a pros- 
pecting trip to the Jones' place yester- 
day. There, stowed away in a barn, 
were pickleB and ham, Worcester sauce, 
preserves, canned meats, oatmeal, and a 
large quantity of groceries generally. 
Mts. Jones claimed that these had been 
bought by herself, but the constable 
loaded up the goods on a wagon and 
brought them into town, and later in the 
evening made another visit with a war- 
rant to arrest Mrs. Jones on a charge of 
stealing goods to the value of $40, be- 
longing to William Foote. Mrs. Jones 
was brought to the provincial jail and 
will have her preliminary hearing to-

THE COMPANIES ACT. 

To the Editor: — I understand . the 
legislature is likely to amend the Com- 
panies act as regards mining companies 
at the present session. As one of the 
public who has had some Bharp exper- 
ience with mining shares, might I be 
permitted to make some suggestions? 
What the public seem to want is infor- 
mation as to what has been, and is be- 
ing done, with the money contributed to 
the treasury stock of the different com- 
panies. This information the officers of 
the average company seem indisposed to 
give, therefore, the legislature should in- 
sist on the fullest publicity. With that 
end in view, I propose the following 
amendments : 

1. A sworn statement of tho amount 
paid for the claim or claims proposed to 
be developed before the company be per- 
mitted to do business. This, with a 
view to prevent .$500 claims from blos- 
soming into million dollar mines. 

2. No pro moters' stock to be sold in- 
side twelve months from date of incor- 
poration. 

The recent experience of the Elise Co. 
justities this clause. 

3. At least one-half of the capital stock 
to he placed in the treasury. 

4. Monthly returns from all mining 
companies, sworn to by the proper offi- 
cers, to be published in district where 
mine is Bituated, showing liabilities, 
cash on hand, amount of treasury stock 
unsold (also amount sold during tho 
month), commission paid broker and tie 
sum netted by tho company, how tho 
proceeds were disposed of, also what pro- 
moter's stock was sold. 

This clause should be mado to include 
all companies at the present time en- 
gaged in mining in the Province. The 
letters which are constantly being writ- 
ten to the newspapers show that some 
such amendment is badly needed. 

5. A certain proportion of the gross 
amount derived from tho sale of treasury 
Btock to be expended on the claim. 

The commissions paid brokers at pres- 
ent are outrageous, and the legislature 
Bhould see that this form of robbery is 
put an end to. Victim.

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. RAILWAY TRAFFIC BLOCKED. 

Most Violent Storm of the Winter on the 
Pacific Coast— Deep Snow in 
the Rockies. 

San Francisco, Feb. 20. — The moat 
violent Btorui that has visited the coast 
this winter was ushered iu on the wings 
of a forty-mile breeze yesterday, com- 
ing from the northwest. The hardest 
part of the disturbance was experienced 
last night. The elements increased their 
fury after darkness had set in, and tra- 
velling on the streets was anything but 
pleasant. The wind kept up a velocity 
of from 35 to 40 miles, and the sudden 
gusts thatahvays followed the temporary 
lulls created havoc with umbrellas and 
clothes of pedestrians who were unfor- 
tunate enough to be out while wind, 
hail and rain raged. 

This storm, that has come laden with 
rain and hail, has reached out all over 
the state, and from Eureka to San Di- 
ego it reigns supreme. In the upper por- 
tion of the Sacramento valley it has been 
accompanied by particularly cold weath 
er. In this city to-night the barometer 
registered 29.4, making it reasonably 
certain that the unpleasant weather will 
last for at least anotLcr day. 

Seattle, Feb. 20.— The deep fall of 
snow in the Kockies and Cascade moun- 
tains continues to interfere with over- 
land traffic The Great Northern sent 
out an east-bound train on Thursday 
night. The expected west-bound did 
not arrive yesterday, but is hourly ex- 
pected with other delayed freight trains. 
The Northern Pacific is operating, but is 
behind. To-day's overland, it is said, 
will not arrive before to-morrow. Their 
road is open to Spokane, but they are 
said to be experiencing trouble in the 
Rockies. 

Grand Forks, N.D., Feb. 20.— This 
section is being visited by an old-fash- 
ioned blizzard. Snow commenced fall- 
ing yesterday. As the evening approach- 
ed a heavy south wind prevailed and 
continued until late in the night. About 
six this morning the storm resumed its 
work and lias developed into a genuine 
northeaster. Every available snow- 
plough has been sent in all directions, 
together with a large force of snow shov- 
ellers to keep the entombed trains mov- 
ing until they reach this city, where 
they will be held until the storm sub- 
sides. 



COAL IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The Old McKlnley Tariff Rates to Be 
Levied Under the Incoming 
Administration. 

Washington, Feb. 20.— The Republi- 
can members of the ways and means 
committee took an important step in 
their work on the new tariff bill by de- 
ciding to restore the McKinley rates on 
coal and coke. These rates were 75 
cents per ton of twenty-eight bushels on 
bituttiinous and shale, and 30 cents on 
coal alack such as will pass through a 
half-inch screen. The present rates are 
40 cents and 15 csnts. Coke is advanced 
from 15 to 20 per cent, ad volorem. The 
changes were made in response to a 
genera] demand from the coal interests, 
whose representatives declared the Wil- 
son bill had increased Canadian Com- 
petition so greatly that the American 
mine owners had been obliged to reduce 
wages to keep in the field. 

The first conference of the week dealt 
with the tobacco schedule, and although 
no final agreement has been reached, 
there is a practical understanding that 
the new bill will return to the McKinley 
rates on tobacco, except on the grade 
known as filler. The rate on this will 
be 70 cents a pound, double the McKin- 
ley duty, which was 35 cents. It was 
represented by the tobacco manufactur- 
ers that most of the tobacco imported 
from Cuba as filler was used for wrap- 
pings, and that this evasion of the law 
gave the Key West factories an advan- 
tage over those using Sumatra tobacco. 
The McKinley duties on wrapper to- 
bacco were $2 per pound on stemmed 
and .$2.75on unstemmed. On snuff the 
rate waB 50 cents, on cigars and cigar- 
ettes $4 and 25 per cent, ad valorem, and 
on tobacco not enummerated 40 cents. 
The committee will devote most of this 
week to the schedule on sundries, which 
includes buttons, explosives, matches, 
nrisical instruments, furs, jewelry, 
glives and miscellaneous manufactures, 
and on most of these the McKinley rates 
will be restored. 



THE FIRST ON RECORD. 

San Juan County to Have an Execution in 
March. 

Mount Vernon, Feb. 10.— Judge 
Ilouser haB returned from San Juan 
county, where he has been holding a 
term of court. The judge lixed the date 
of the execution of Straub, the Elakely 
island murder, for Friday, March 2(i. 
Straub heard his doom pronounced with 
great calrrmea:), and seems to have hopes 
that something will yet turn up to save 
his neck from the gallows. Straub is 
under sentence of death for the kill- 
ing of Lauterman on Blakely island 
about two years ago. The killing was 
a most cold-blooded and brutal affair, 
and public indignation ran so high at 
the time that Straub narrowly escaped 
being lynched. He was rescued in the 
nick of time by marines from a revenue 
cutter and convoyed in the cutter's steam 
launch to New Whatcom as a place of 
safety. Straub was convicted of murder 
in the first degree and sentenced to be 
hanged. The case was appealed to the 
Supreme court, where the decision of the 
lower court was affirmed. Straub's ex- 
ecution will be the first in the history of 
•Ban Juan,

WILL RETALIATE. 

If the U. S. Reiinpose the Duty on Lumber 
Export Tux Will Be Put on Sawlogs. 

Montreal, Feb. 20. — (Special)— Sir 
Charles Tupper, who reached here yes- 
terday, being interviewed regarding leg- 
islation by the United States which 
would work to the detriment of Canada, 
said that what the Canadian parliament 
should do is to pay back blow for blow, 
and it should retaliate as harshly as the 
Corliss bill were it passed. Canada, he 
stated, ia being regarded with much 
favor in England; indeed, a Btrong feel- 
ing in favor of the colonies is now being 
developed in Great Britain. Sir Charles 
eft in the afternoon for Ottawa. He is 
considerably improved in health. 

It is generally understood here that in 
the event of the re-imposition in the 
United States tarifl'of the old McKinley 
duty of $2 a thousand on lumber, Canada 
will retaliate by putting an export duty 
on logs. Neither Mr. Laurier nor any 
of the Dominion ministers have openly 
made that declaration, but in response 
to questions on this subject, ami with 
reference to proposed more stringent 
anti-alien legislation at Washington, Mr. 
' aurier has very emphatically declared 
that the Canadian government will re- 
taliate in kind for every instance where 
it appears that hostility to Canada is 
aimed at across the line. It is claimed 
that the raising of the duty on lumber 
by the United States, if followed by the 
imposition of an export duty on logs by 
Canada, will prove a serious blow to 
many mills in the States, especially in 
Michigan, where many of the mills' are 
operated almost exclusively with logs 
towed across Georgian bay from tho 
Canadian aide.

Winnipeg, Feb. 20.— (Special)— Mr.

Fairview Continues to Attract the 
Attention of Capitally Town,-- 
site of Texada. 



H. A. Jones, resident agent for the 
West Kootenay Land Company of Sal- 
mo, the new town that has just been 
laid out in the Nelson mining district, 
is in the city. He iB very decidedly of 
opinion that, owing to tho exceptionally 
favorable position of Salmo and the de 
velopment that is going on in the min 
eral district tributary to it, tho new 
town is going to build up very rapidly. 
Tho townsite is on tho Salmon river, 
about 22 miles south of Nelson, with 
Waneta about a similar distance to the 
south-west and Trail west some 30 miles. 
Salmo is at the junction of the North 
Fork and tho main Salmon river and 
from Toad mountain, 15 miles to the 
north, all the streams trend southward, 
emptying into the Pond d'Oreille and 
then into the Columbia river, so, Mr. 
.loneB says, that naturally Salnio is a 
base for the whole district. Then from 
the south there is an easy road from tl 
South Fork of the Salmon with a short' 
distance; to haul than tho present line 
along the Pend d' Oreille to Waneta, 
An immense number of mining claims 
have been staked out in the district 
fully 700 on the North Fork, -100 on the 
Wild Horse, and 200 on Porcupine creek 
with many others on Quartz creek, Elsie 
creek and other streams, including Lost 
and Sheep creeks. Salmo, besides, lias 
the Nelson & Fort Sheppard railway 
running through it and makes a fine 
base of supply for mining camps, es- 
pecially now that Clarke and Utley are 
putting up a sawmill with a capacity of 
25,000 feet of lumber a day. On the 
North Fork of the Salmon river there 
are twenty claims now being opened up, 
five or six on the Wild Horse and Por- 
cupine cieeks and on other streams 
as well. On the main Salmon 
liver, the principal mining camps at 
present are Shannon's, Peterson's and 
Carson's. The Royal Canadian group in 
Shannon camp have six men wonting on 
them, the tunnel now being driven hav- 
ing reached 85 feet, with a splendid 
showing of ore in sight. On the Cur- 
land group adjoining, tho lead can be 
followed for 0,000 feet, and assays as 
shown by a certilicate Mr. Jone3 lias 
with him, runs $21.25 in gold. The gen 
eral character of the ore is iron and cop- 
per, similar in looks to the Trail ore, and 
some fine specimens have been brought 
down by Mr. Jones to show people what 
tho new district can turn out in mineral. ' 
There is, however, some free milling ore 
on the North Fork of the Salmon. The 
country east of Salmon river, and lying 
between it and the Kootenay lake, includ- 
ing Sheep and Lost Creeks is going to 
take a tremendous jump in tbespnng,Mr. 
Jones predicts, for ttiero are numbers oi 
prospectors only waiting for tho snow to 
go so that they may getovortho district. 
In fact one company haa been organized 
in Spokane to send M men in to begin 
mining operations on Siieep creek prop- 
erties as Boon aB possible. J. Roderick 
Robertson, representing English capital, 
and Tatlow and Owens, who have New 
York capital behind them, are interest- 
ed in properties on Wild Horse. Mr. 
Jones complains that Nelson prices are 
too high for many supplies, and conse- 
quently the merchants there lose a good 
deal of trade that would otherwise go to 
tliem in preference to Spokane. 

M. McMillan, of Fairview, was allowing 
at the Orintal yesterday afternoon to an 
admiring group some splendid ore sped 
mens. Among them was ore from the 
Silver Bow No. 2, owned by Mr. McMil 
Ian, and adjoining the Silver How, which 
he sold to Messrs. Dier, Davidson & Rus- 
sell. The vein allows, he states, between 
S and 10 feet of quartz, assaying from :£5 
to !f 11 in gold on the surface, and as it 
was only located last August there has 
not yet been time to do a great deal of 
development. Mr. McMillan also shows 
fine specimens of galena from Osoyoos 
district, rich copper ore from mines a 
few miles from Penticton, copper ant 
galena ore from Fairyiew mines, arid 
some excellent asbestos from the Simil- 
kameen country. All of this ia further

Public Feeling in England Favor- 
able to Cecil liliodes— An Inter- 
minable Investigation. 



Sultan of Nupe Reinstated— Sweden 
Throws Out the Commercial 
Treaty With Norway. 



London, Feb. 20. — The newspapers 
here comment on the paltry arrange- 
ments for a state inquiry of so much im- 
portance as the one being made by the 
parliamentary committee into the Ja- 
meson raid. It is held in a small, mis- 
erable room, and the proceedings are al-' 
together divested of dignity. More- 
over, the arrangement of the 
seats for the committee tends to 
familiarity rather than reverence, put- 
ting the witness in the centre of the 
jedges. Tho feeling of the public cer- 
tainly appears to be veering to the side 
of Col. Rhodes, whose examination will 
last another four or five sittings. The 
inquiry promises to be interminable. 

At a dinner of the Eight and Russell 
clubs at Oxford this afternoon, John 
Morley, M.P., said : " Ono thing is cer- 
tain beyond all doubt, and that is that 
Crete muBt be liberated once and for all 
from Turkish control, concert or no con- 
cert of the powers. The pigmy power of 
Greece has done what the powere were 
powerless to accomplish." Enthusiasm 
followed these remarks. 

The second chamber of the Swedish 
riksdad to-day, by a vote of 106 to 100, 
rejected a proposal prolonging the com- 
mercial treaty between Sweden and Nor- 
way, which the firBt chamber had 
previously negatived. 

The Sultan of Nupe, who was former- 
ly deposed by Muhammad, the heir ap- 
parent, has been installed at Bida, un- 
der direction of the Royal Niger Com- 
pany. 

The English explorer Poulett Weath- 
erly, who has just returned from Central 
Africa, reports that tho villago ofChil- 
ambo, where Dr. Livingstone's heart is 
buried, has been abandoned, and that 
the old Impunu tree guarding the grave 
Stands solitary, is fast decaying, and is a 
mere shell. Ho urges that a lasting 
memorial be erected before it is too late. 

Tho plague and famine in India are 
producing a crisis in the Lancashire cot- 
ton trade. The collapse of the Indian 
trade has led to the stoppage of thous- 
ands of looms. East Lancashire is 
chiefly affected and the 'employers are 
conferring over a projected reduction of 
ten per cent, in wages. The men have 
declined that they will fight the reduc- 
tion tooth and nail. If a strike occurs 
288,698 looms will be idle. 

It iB announced in the newspapers 
that tho ningnificent Hertford art collec- 
tion of Sir Richard Wallace, the celebra- 
ted English philanthropist, left to his 
widow, littB now been bequeathed to the 
nation by her. The collection is one of 
tho finest private galleries in the world, 
and is only rivalled by tho Borghese col- 
lection of Rome and the Lichtenstein 
collection of Vienna. It is valued at 
£3,500,000. 

The Spaniards have captured the in- 
surgent town of Silanc, Philippine, Is- 
lands, by assault after bombarding it. 
Fivo hundred insurgents were killed. 
There is great rejoicing here. 

The feeling on the stock exchange here 
to-dav was very gloomy. The situation 
in the far east is regarded with grave 
miatrivings. Tho fall of prices was gen- 
eral throughout the list. The aameBtate 
of affairs prevailed in continental 
houses.
